» WASHINGTON, March 13.—()— 
Congressional tax experts today agreed 
tentativily on a broad new tax on the 
undistributed net income of corpora- 
tions—ranging from 15 to 55 per cent. 

Members of the house ways and 
means taxation subcommittee prompt- 
ly asserted such a graduate plan 
would provide a “substantial cushion” 
of corporate reserves against lean 
years and still bring in the full $620,- 
000,000 in additional revenue sought 
by the administration. 

A'though Chairman Samuel B. Hill, 
democrat, Washington, of the subcom- 
' $nittee, emphasized that the agreement 
was only tentative, it, nevertheless 


emerged as the first definite action 
to mark a week and a half of steady 
subcommittee work on President 
Roosevelt’s $792,000,000 tax program. 

Some subcommittee members said 
privately they thought the new sched- 
ule was almost certain ‘té be Tecom- 
mended later to the full ways and 
means committee, — 

The 15 per cent rate would apply 
to all undistributed net corporation 
profits up to 10 per cent. The top 
rate of 55 per cent would affect all 
undivided net profits of 30 per cent 
or more. , 

“Cushion” Provided. 

“The cushion’s in there, and it’s a 
good one,” Hill announced. “It doesn’t 
cut the yield, which still is $62v,- 
000,000. 

While the corporate levy is the 
foundation stone of the administra’ 
tion’s tax plan, and today’s decision 
clarirfied the most important point of 
dispute yet broyght into the tax de- 
liberations, touchy problems yet un- 
solved gave indication that it might be 
nearly another month before the new 
bill could be brought to the house 


floor.

Italians Strike Deep 
Into Selassie’s Land. 


ASMARA, Eritrea, March 13.— 
(P)—A new Italian “army of the 
western plains’ was striking into 
Ethiopia tonight along the Sudanese 
border. 

The advance guard of the west- 
ern plains army had reached Alca- 
dra and was moving toward Nogara, 
an important junction of caravan 
trails from the Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan into Ethiopia. 

On the left flank of the western 


was far beyond the Takkaze river 
region near Uoldebba. The second 
army corps was deep in the Tzel- 
Jemti area. The first and third 
army corps were in the Ashangi sec- 
tion, and their patrols had pene- 
trated as far as Fenaroa. 


HEARS] SEEKING. 
IQ BLOCK SENATE 


Publisher Asks Injunc- 
tion To Prevent Seizure 
of His Communications. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—(?)— 
Charging a conspiracy to infringe the 
freedom of the press, William Ran- 
dolph Hearst today sought from the 
courts a sweeping injunction to bar 
the senate lobby committee from seiz- 
ing any existing or future telegraphic 
correspondence of the publisher. 

With the backing of Jerome D. Bar- 
num, president of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, who 
filed a esupporting affidavit, Hearst 
asked the supreme court of the Dis 
trict of Columbia to require the com- 
mittee to return all Hearst telegrams 
now in its possession and enjoin it 
against efforts to obtain additional 
messages. ; 

The Federal Communicatigns Cém- 
mission, charged with 
ing copies of Hearst telegrams to the 
committee, also was made a party to 
the suit which asked that the injunc- 
tee apply equally to that agency. 

Effect of Suit. 

Elisha Hanson, counsel for the 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
said the efféct ofthe suit would be 
first of all to bring the Black com- 
mittee into court in defense of its con- 
tention that the courts have no juris- 
diction over it. 

Chairman Black, of the lobby com- 
mittee, received word of the action 
with this comment: 

“It looks as though we'll have to 
appeal to the supreme court of the 
Liberty League for their advice on 
how to protect the liberties of the 
senate. I wonder if they would ren- 
der a unanimous opinion as they have 
in all cases in the past? 

“It’s not surprising that the Lib- 
erty League, Hearst and others who 
consider themselves bigger than the 
government should attempt to enjoin 
the senate. It may be possible for 
them to find a judge somewhere who 
would enjoin the senate from passing, 
or even considering, a bill opposed by 
the Liberty League and those who 
want to fasten their own control on 
the government. 

“The senate committee was appoint- 
ed by the senate as its representative 
and, of course, if the senate’s commit- 
tee can be enjoined it would logically 
follow that the senate itself could be 


enjoined.” 
Third Suit. 

The Hearst~suit was the third in- 
volving the committee filed in the 
last fortnight. Silas Strawn, Chicago 
attorney, obtained an injunction, made 
permanent ‘today, restraining Western 
Onion from delivering telegrams of 
his law firm to the committee, on the 
ground that a blanket subpoena for 
them was unconstitutional. 

In the second proceeding, Hearst 
yesterday asked an injunction to pre- 
vent Western Union from delivering 
to the committee a particular tele- 
gram which had been subpoenaed. A

There is little or no chance for 
war to result from the present sit- 
uation in Europe, chiefly because the 
powers do not want war, Karl 
Henkell, *nazi leader and president 
of the German Golf Association, said 
here yesterday.

Herr Henkell said that his belief 
in the idea that war is not imminent 
is based chiefly on the fact that he 
and his fellow golfers have received 
no summons home. 

“Do you think that we _ golfers 
would be permitted to continue our 
tour if the reich president thought 
there was danger of war?” he asked. 
“My idea is that if Hitler was look- 
ing for or expecting a conflict we

Transportation and communication 
lines were broken or crippled in many 
New England sections and in the mid- 
die Atlantic states when ice jams 
broke and released penned-up waters 
of normally placid streams. 

Coast guard planes and boats, their 
‘crews already wearied by two days 
of fighting the floods, awaited threat- 
ened breaking of the banks of. five of 
the northeast’s greatest rivers — the 
Merrimac and Connecticut in New 
England, the Passaic in New Jersey, 
t Hudson in New York and the 
Sasquehanna in Pennsylvania. 

Eastern Canada counted 14 deaths. 
Eight were reported in New England, 
four in Pennsylvania, and oné each 
in New York and New Jersey. 

The Connecticut river frightened 
100 families at East Hartford into 
leaving their. homes. 

Coast Guard Crews. 

Ice from a* broken jam in Miller’s 
river smashed one side of a four-story 
brick factory at Athol, Mass., car- 
ried a house 40 feet, injured several 
persons and strewed boxes of high ex- 
plosives along the river bank. 

A family of four died at Kingston, 
Pa., across the Susquehanna river 
from Wilkes-Barre when floodwaters 
marooned their home and broke a gas 
main, sending fumes through the 
house.

Albert E. Cobo, city treasurer, who 
said “absolute proof that Tyler em- 
bezzled the money is in the hands of 
the police,” charged the bank with 
a for the loss. 

th he and William J. Curran, 
city controller, asserted that the bank 
paid the money to Tyler without au- 
thorization and without the signature 
of anyone in the treasurer’s office. 

Cobo said James J. O’Shea, assist- 
ant vice president of the bank, ap- 
proved withdrawals from the ‘trust 
fund by Tyler. 

“We have every confidence in 
O’Shea and everyone else who has 
touched these accounts,” Young said. 
Tyler’s suicide in his righly-appoint- 
ed home came a few hours after the 
shortage had been disclosed. Investi- 
gators said he had been living on a 
lavish scale, and that his bank ac- 
counts showed large deposits ‘and 
withdrawals, He oowned several motor 
cars, and was building a new home 
in an exclusive suburb here. 

Two Men Questioned. 
Police Inspector John A. Hoffman 
said two men were questioned in the 
case today and that “15 or 20 more” 
are to be questioned. 
Two strange features of the case 
came to light today.

PARIS 1S. WARNED 
AGAINST COLLAPSE 
OF REICH INANGES 


Nazi Emissary Convinc- 
ed Sanctions Will Lead 
to Economic, Political 
Ruin of the Fatherland.

PARIS,. March 13.—(P)}—A _ Ger- 
man financial official, a usually re- 
liakle source said tonight, is in Paris 
seeking to persuade France to drop 
her demand. for sanctions against 
Germany because of the remilitariza- 
tion of the Rhineland. 

Emil Georg von Stauss,_ third 
vice president of the reichstag and 
director of the Deutsche Bank, was 
said to be here as the confidential 
emissary of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
German minister of economics and 
Reichsbank president. 

This source said the emissary 
warned Georges Bonnet, French min- 
ister of commerce, and leading Paris 
bankers that huge amounts of French 
capital invested in Germany would 
disappear if there were a financial 
collapse in the reich. * 

Hitler Warned. 

Von Stauss was quoted as saying 
Dr. Schacht submitted a memorandum 
to Adolf Hitler 15 days ago warning 
him against violating the Locarno 
treaty and pointing out that “ruin- 
ous sanctions” were likely to follow. 

Schacht, von Stauss was said to 
have told the French leaders, prom- 
ised to “work on” Hitler to have 
him withdraw the soldiers from the 
Rhineland if France drops her de 
mand for sanctions. 

The emissary was reported to have 
said Schacht is convinced that sanc- 
tions would lead to the “economic 
and political ruin of nazi Ger 
many.” 

A number 6f suggestions were dis- 
patched fo the French delegation in 
London tonight after Premier Albert 
Sarraut called in former Premier

RALEIGH, N. C., March 13.—4)— 
Governor Ehringhaus tonight appealed 
to President Roosevelt to allocate $50,- 
000,000 under the new soil conserva- 
tion program to tobacco areas as an 
inducement to growers to shift to soil 
conserving crops and reduce their to- 
bacco acreage this year. | 

Copies of the telegram to the Pres- 
ident were sent by the chief executive 
to North Carolina’s representatives in 
congress from the districts in which 
tobacco is grown and to the state's 
two United States senators. 

Co-operation 6f the congressional 
delegation was asked in support of the 
appeal to the President. 


Pointing to “the present all-time 
record of tobacco stocks on _ hand 
which hangs over this year’s pros- 
pects like a cloud,” the Governor told 
the President the tobacco growers in 
the flue-cured belt “face at this mo- 
ment the greatest peril in years.” 
The Governor said “Not less than 
$40,000,000 should be allocated to to- 
bacco, for this is but the practical 


equivalent of four cents a pound on 
the basis of a billion pounds for all 
types and anything less than this fig- 
ure would furnish insufficient induce- 
ment for a change to soil conserving 
crops.”’ 

He reminded the President of his 
“response and assistance in another 
year’ and asked him to “come once 
more to the rescue of the tobacco sec- 
tion by using your discretionary pow- 


W. ers and directing an allocation of $50,- 


000,000 for tobacco areas.” He pointed 
to “an unfortunate mistake” by the 
Department of Agriculture last year in 
authorizing the increase in acreage 
that’ led to production, of a crop far 
im-excess of predictions. 

The Governer told néwsmen he was 
watching the proposed. legislation rela- 
tive to compacts between tobacco 
growing states “with continued keen 
interest’’ and was ready to take what- 
ever steps were necessary to aid in 
controlling the erop this year.

bilt Sr. returned to New York city 
tonight, his return hastened by the ill- 
ness of his wife. 

“My daughter wired me today that 
Mrs. Vanderbilt is suffering from a 
bad cold but that she is a little bit 
better,” General Vanderbilt said. 

He came from Florida, where he 
was vacationing with his son, Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt Jr., who will return 
home tomorrow, he said. 

General Vanderbilt said he was un- 
aware that Mrs. Vanderbilt’s illness 
had developed into pneumonia and 
that she was seriously ill. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt’s age has nevér been 
made public. 

As Grace Wilson, daughter of a 
southern store clerk who pyramided 
his meager savings into a $15,000,000 
cotton fortune, Mrs. Vanderbilt was 
introduced to New York society in 
1895, the year that Vanderbilt, great- 
grandson of the Cornelius Vanderbilt 
who founded the family fortune, was 
graduated from Yale University. 

Her marriage to Vanderbilt a year 
later—unknown to the elder Vander- 
bilts—drew immediate opposition from 
the bridegroom’s father, Cornelius Sr., 
and caused a furore withfn the ‘40U.” 

When the elder Vanderbilt died, his 
fortune was estimated at $80,000,0UU. 
In his will he cut off Cornelius, be- 
25 000.008 him $1,500,000 and leaving 

{000,000 to each of his other chil- 
dren. 

For years thereafter Mrs. Vander- 
bilt sought and maintained success- 
fully an outstanding position as 
grande dame of society and foremost 
hostess in this country of visiting roy- 
alty and notables.

Georgia Given Honorable Mention 


In Satety Council’s 1935 Awards 


CHICAGO, March 13.—(#)}—For 
the second time in three years Evan- 
ston, Ill., today ‘was announced the 
1935 winner of the annual National 
Traffic Safety Contest conducted by 
the National Safety Council. Geor- 
gia was awarded an honorable men- 
tion in the state category. . 


The Chicago suburb of 60,000 pop- 
ulation established a 1935 _ traffic 
death rate of 2.9 per 100,000 to lead 
all the 801 municipalities, regardless 
of population, that participated in 
the contest. Evanston tied for the 
grand prize with Pittsburgh in 1933 
but was out of the running in 1934 
when its death rate jumped to 9.1 
per 100,000 population. ° 

In competition among 11.cities of 
more than 500,000 populatién, © Mil- 
waukee, grand eo winner in 1934, 
was ranked first with a traffie death 
rate of 10.8, identical with the 1934 
figure. 

New York was second in the bi 
city group, its 1935 death rate o 
13.3 considerably lower than the 22.7 
set by Chicago, which was placed 
third. However, the judges said that, 
while there were several lower 1935 
figures than Chicago’s, the Windy 
Cty won its place by virtue of the 
substantial reduction effected in its 
1934 figure of 27.5. 

No runner-up to the grand prize 
winner was named. ’ 

Places were awarded in six popu- 
lation groups of cities on a_ basis 
of: 1. The motor vehicle death rate. 
2. Reduction in the death rate com- 


pared with the average of the three 
preceding years. 3. Accident report- 
ing. 4. Traffic engineering. 5. Traf- 
fic law enforcement. 6. Child safety. 
7. Publie education. 

Each municipality was asked, “to 
get the facts about accidents, to find 
out,how many there were and where 
when, how and why they happened.’ 

Central Falls, R. I., with a popu- 
lation of 25,000, was the largest city 
to finish the year without a traffic 
fatality. 

In the classification of 33 states 
Illinois was first in Class A; Minne- 
sota first in Class AA and Delaware 
first in Class AAA. The awards to 
states were based on the aggregate 
showing of their cities. The states 
were classified according to the num- 
ber of eligible cities of more than 10,- 
000 population.

EXTREMISTS SET FIRE 
10 MADRID CHURCHES 


Police Gharge Through 
Street Attempting To Dis- 
perse Crowds. 


(Copyright, 1936, by Associated Press.) 

MADRID, March 13.—Mobs of ex- 
tremists roamed the streets of the 
Spanish capital tonight, setting fire 
to churches and convents and shout- 
ing “Burn all the pope’s property.” 

The latest outbreak of political dis- 
turbances was the signal for an 
emergency meeting of cabinet min- 
isters after the roving rioters had set 
fire to a newspaper plant, three 
church buildings and engaged in 
numerous street encounters. 

Mounted storm police and. civil 
guards chamged madly through the 
streets in attempts to disperse the 
milling crowds. 

The plant of La Nacion, rightist 
newspaper which criticized leftists for 
the récent campaign of terrorism, was 
gutted by fire. 

The rioters transferred their dis- 
orderly attentions to the San Luis 
church in the busy downtown section, 
set fire ot the building and held off 
erowds of spectators with machine 
guns and pistols. 

Four buildings, including two 
churches and one convent, were vir- 
tually destroyed. One storm guard 
was killed and another wounded 
when they tried to disperse a group 
gathered around the burning St. Ig- 
nacio church. 

The Santa Isabel convent also wae 
fired 

Looting broke out in the city. 

The cabinet was debating whether 
to declare a state of war. 

There were disorders in other sec- 
tions of Spain. At the town of! Cera 
in Zaragoza province, five pegsons 
were wounded when rightiste opened 
fire from their headquarters on a 
group of leftiste.

Farm Scientists Have 
Been Paid Since In- 


validation. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—(4)-— 
The story of how 25 Agriculture De- 
partment. scientists were stranded in 
various parts of the world by the 
supreme court’s invalidation of the 
AAA was unfolded today by Lee A. 
Strong, chief of the Bureau of KEn- 
tomology and Plant Quarantine. 

Strong said surplus funds had been 
set aside from sugar processing taxes 
for scientific studies to aid the growth 
of sugar cane. 

Scientists were sent to Puerto Rico, 
Hawaii, Africa and India. 

Those in India and Africa were 
hunting for some insect to be used to 
combat the Mediterranean fruit fly. 
The scentists in Puerto Rico and Ha- 
waii were seeking ‘to eliminate para- 
sites affecting the plant in those areas. 

Use of processing tax funds was 
halted on January 6 when the court 
handed down its ruling and since that 
date the scentists have received no sal- 
ary or expense allowance. 

Strong said, however, they have con- 
tinued their work with relatively 
slight discomforts. Some of the sci- 
entists have been advanced travel ex- 
penses and others have had to make 
personal arrangements. 

The deficiency appropriation bill 
passed recently contained an alloca- 
tion of about $600,000 from which 
funds will be obtained for continuing 
scientific studies. 

Strong said all of the-men eventual-

Ky., urges that,.in view of the rising 
tide of recovery and progress, the 
grumblers should “stop criticizing, 
complaining and grumbling, and 
quit trying, on account of politics 
or selfishness, to retard further eco- 
nomic recovery.” 

Strange as it may seem, the chief 
grumblers of today are those who 
in 1933, hats in hands, besought 
the new administration to save them. 

The extent to which they have 
béen saved is revealed in the profit- 
and-loss figures of the leading in- 
dustries of America—many of them 
being corporations whose officials 
and large stockholders are now cry- 
ing ‘wolf’ the loudest. 

In 1933 the United States Steel 
Corporation had a deficit of $36,- 
501,000; in 1935 it. made more 
than a million dollars—a gain of 
more than $37,000,000. 

Bethlehem Stéel substituted a 
$4,300,000 profit for.a deficit of 
$8,737,000; the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Company a profit of $12,000,- 
000 for a loss of néarly $9,000,- 
000. 

The profits of General Motors 
rose from $1.73 per share in 1933 
to $3.69 per share in 1935—a gain 
of more than $84,000,000; the 
Chrysler Corporation from $2.78 
to $8.07; the Commercial Invest- 
ment Trust from $3.55 a share to 
$8.07. 

So it has gone all up and down 
the line with big business. No finan- 
cial or business concern has failed 
to be benefited by the New Deal. 

The duPont profits increased by 
more than $37,000,000 from 1933 
to 1935, but not satisfied, they are 
vigorously assailing the democratic 
administration. 

No wonder that the democratic 
national committee comments that 
“it is tough going for the prophets 
of gloom, for with singular and 
tubborn obstinacy, the business

a huge surplus that resulted in de- 
pressing the price to around § 
cents; shorter crops in 1933 and 
1934 under federal control more 
than doubled the price as the sur- 
plus was gradually reduced; but 
even with the short crop of 1935 
and the further diminishing of the 
Surplus, cotton was the only com- 
modity that did not advance—in 
fact, it declined about 15 per cent. 
“Growers and the public in gen- 
eral may wonder at this, but the 
cotton traders do not. They assert 
that depression in price is caused 
by a fear of what disposition the 
federal government may make of 
the approximately 6,000,000 bales 
it financed and now has on hand. 
The remaining portion of the sur- 
plus is not large enough to cause 
uneasiness, as it is near the usual 
carryover, 

Having no fixed policy in mar- 
keting its huge portion of the sur- 
plus stock of cotton, there is no 
way of knowing when it will sell, 
how much at one time, or how long 
it will continue; and when it is not 
selling, the trade is wondering when 
it will begin. 

The trade is endeavoring to per- 
suade the senate agricultural com- 
mittee to make a definite program 
in handling sales, and advance the 
plan of disposing of approximately 
1,000,000 bales per year, thus re- 
moving uncertainty and stabilizing 
the price at a figure that will per- 
mit the trade to handle the staple 
without fear of incurring unexpect- 
ed losses. 

Foreign cottons are selling on the 
European markets below American 
prices, yet despite this fact Ameri- 
can exports this year are 1,150,- 
000 bales ahead of last year, with 
four and one-half months to go be- 
fore the end of the fiscal season. 
Production of American cotton 
was only 10,487,000 bales this sea- 
son, compared with 14,365,000 in 
1928-29.

Mr. Frank, the nationally known president of the University of Wis- 
consin, made a speech last Lincoln Day to a gathering of New York re- 
publicans. He said some unkind things about the New Deal. 

About a week ago he was privately informed by a member of the 
board of regents of his university that the official ax was about®to fall 
on him. The objections ‘to him, included the charge that he had been 


making too many speeches. ? 
PREPARATIONS Now, Mr. Frank is not the kind of university presi- 

edent to stand around and let an ax descend on 
him without resentment. Apparently he had heard the stories that all 
the other insiders around town had heard, namely: That Governor ‘Phil 
La Follette, the progressive and unofficial ally of President Roosevelt,. had 
prepared the guillotine for him. 

It is apparently true that La Follette wig tad Ag ay five new regents 
lately who share his lack of regard for Mr. Frank. It is also apparently 
true that three of these regents saw Governor La Follette lately and got 
the idea that the. statehouse would not be draped in mourning if the 
regents decided to part company with the nationally know? president 
of the university. 

To meet this situation, Mr. Frank went before his board of regents, 


with sword in hand. 


DEFENSE This meeting was secret, but those who sat in on it heard 
an extensive statement from Mr. Frank. He confessed he 
was a republican, proved he had not participated in party politics. He 
said a suggestion had been presented to him that he try to get the presi- 
dential delegates from this state, also that he prepare himself to be key- 
noter of the republican national convention. He declined both sugges- 
tions. He pointed to the growth of the university under 11 years of his 
management, showed he had made only 137 speeches in 11 years, which 
is a record even Nicholas Murray Butler, cannot tie. Most important, 
he suggested that “‘another force’ outside the university. was behind the 
movement against him. No further description was needed to identify 
Governor La Follette. : 
That spoiled the guillotining, for the time being at least. 


RESULT What the situation has boiled down to now is this: 

The press reaction against gubernatorial interference in 
the adnrinistration of the university has been very strong. It is doubtful 
that Governor La Follette will choose to force the issue. The whole 
matter may be delayed until after the election next year, when Mr. Frank 
will probably retire of his own volition to accept some of the offers 


which have been made. 


RISING STAR Another result of the inner clash has been the ex- 
. pansion of Mr. Frank as a national political figure. 
He has not been prominently identified with either the organized liberal 
or conservative movements during the last few years. He looks and 
acts like an alert middle-aged businessman and is a brilliant speaker. 
Some of the folks out here consider him the best speaker in the country 
today, and they have heard Roosevelt, Borah and Al Smith. 

The students like him and seem to resent what they believe to be 
political interference in the management of the school. 

Of course, the La Follette people do not agree that politics enters into 
the matter at all. While no open move against Mr. Frank has been made 
by them, they privately criticize the technical management of the uni- 
versity. 

The big question is whether Mr, Frank would be having much less 
trouble now if his speeches had been less critical of the New Deal. 
PLEDGES Few political doubts about Wisconsin exist among the 

most trustworthy nonpartisan prophets. 

The republican delegation to the next convention is expected to be 
just about all Borah. The democratic delegation will surely be all Roose- 
velt, 

Very few contesting delegates have filed against these two majority 
slates. Only three delegates are running against Roosevelt. Their op- 
portunity for staging a first-class rebellion is not bright. One repub- 
lican delegate pledged to Hoover has filed, but he might as well be 


pledged to William Jennings Bryan. 


ALLIANCE It would be a little embarrassing for the La Follettes if 

Senator Borah happened to win the republican nomina- 
tion. However, the embarrassment would not prevent a repetition of 
what happened in 1932. Then the Messrs. Roosevelt and La Follettes 
effected an indefinite but agreeable understanding for mutual support.

HEALTH TALKS

It is quite a while since I have done 
any killing on a large scale. Don’t 
know whether I am going soft or 
whether I just haven’t happened to 
meet many who needed it. ut I am 
collecting material for a series of mys- 
tery stores and I'll be happy to re- 
ceive and file data readers may send 
in concerning individuals who would 
qualify for the role of the corpse in 
such a story.

mask. Not much respiratory infer- 
tion is conveyed in a whisper, and if 
you object to whispering then 10 lay- 
ers of gauze or cheesecloth having 32 
threads to the inch, over nose and 
mouth, will pretty effectively stop all 
conversational spray as well as sneeze 
or cough spray. 

If you are not too bored to finish, 
please run over with me the list of 
respiratory infections which, in a 
opinion, are usually spread throug 
the agency of conversational spray, 
and in only a minority of instances 
by open-face cough or sneeze spray:

LONDON, March 13.—Expert 
workers have been laboring feverish- 
ly to transform St. Jamés’ palace 
into a miniature headquarters of the 
League of Nations in preparation for 
the opening session tomorrow morn- 
ing of the League council. 

Scores of officials, engineers and 
Carpenters have been engaged for 
some days in preparing the’ great 
Queen Anne’s drawing room and oth- 
er state rooms of the palace for the 
occasion. Carpets have been I knid, 
long conference tables have been car- 
ried in, séction by section, and hun- 
dreds of yards of wiring for  tele- 
phones and telegraphs have been in- 
stalled. ' 

In the drawing room itself, which 
will be the main conference room, the 
members of the League council will 
sit at a D-shaped table, while the 
experts and other delegates will sit 
immediately behind their representa- 
tives on the council. Interpreters, of- 
ficial precis writers and about 50 
reporters also will be in the main 


room. 
Telephones Set Up. 

The remainder of the  representa- 
tives of the world press, who have 
crowded into London for the et- 
ing, will be obliged to remain in’ an- 
other room where tables have been 
provided for them. 

The palace will be connected by 
telephone with 95 per cent of the 
world. , A special branch exchange 
for the secretariat and reporters has 
been set up. There is a complete 
postoffice, 30 telephone booths and 
15 other phones linked directly with 
newspaper and news agency offices. 
For the fitst time in the history of 
the palace, five telegraph-printers 
have been installed. 

To one accustomed to the endless 
series of conferences of the last 15 
years, there is an amusing innovation 
in the atmosphere of tomorrow's pro- 
ceedings; a stfange mixture of pre- 
caution and secrecy and of world-wide 
publicity. At any place other than 
august St. James’ palace, such prep- 
arations would be described as the 
beginning of a colossal ballyhoo, but 
no such word crosses anyone's lips 
in the old building at the bottom of 
St. James’ street which began life 
centuries ago as a hospital for

Conference Slated Monday 
on Consolidation of Rail 
Terminal 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(UP) 

“fhe Association of American Rail- 
roads will not challenge the Inter- 
state Commerce. Commission's recent 
order cutting railroad fares from 3.6 
to 2 cents a mile, President J. J. 
Pelley said late today after a meeting 
of the board of directors. 
Pelley refused to hazard a guess as 
to whether any of the big eastern 
roads which originally opposed the 
reduction would attempt to take it 
to court. 

He added that negotiationg toward 
an agreement for dismissal compen- 
sation for railroad workers who lose 
their jobs under terminal consolida- 
tions posed by Rail Co-ordinator Jos- 
eph B.-Eastman are still going on. 
The railroad representatives have 
asked for another conference with 
labore Monday, he said, 

Pelley declined to discuss President 
Roosevelt’s recent letter, addressed to 
both groups, asking continuance of 
efforts to work out an agreement to 

rotect workers, and revealing that he 
had persuaded Eastman to defer his 
order for terminal consolidations in 
11 cities. He said he planned to an- 
swer the President soon, and could 
not reveal the nature of his reply in 
advance. 

Discussion of the board of direc- 
tors centered around the reply to Mr. 
Roosevelt, he said. 

Asked concerning a report that la- 
bor’s representatives had proposed a 
standby agreement under which the 
roads would defer all consolidations 
for a year while negotiations contin- 
ued, Pelley replied that no such pro- 
posal had n made, to his knowledge. 

The President’s letter gave the in- 
ference that no attempt would be 
made to extend the office of the rail- 
road co-ordinator, established under 
the emergency act for the carriers 
which expires June 16.

Gourmet May Some Day Be 
Able To Find New Shades 
of Pleasure. 


By W. M. PEPPER JR. 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 

The possibility that the gourmet 
may some day find new shades of 
taste in his diet by the use of the 
X-ray was disclosed here yesterday by 
Dr. A. A. Bless, professor of physics 
at the University of Florida. 

In a paper read before the annual 
meeting of the Southeastern Associa- 
tion of Physicists, which will continue 
today, Dr. Bless reported slight dif- 
ferences in the taste of lettuce, the 
seed of which had been irradiated. 

“There was a ‘tangy’ taste, evident- 

ly due to the X-ray treatment,’ Dr. 
Bless said. “This difference in taste 
was observed by five people, while 
one person failed to notice a differ- 
ence.” 
Other physicists at the meeting sug- 
gested that the X-ray treatment of 
seed may be found to produce a 
change in the taste of related plants, 
such as spinach. 

Dr. Bless reported he had confined 
his experiments to radishes, lettuce, 
beans and corn. 

The taste eee were reported 
for lettuce only. 

Professors i. H. Purks Jr., J. 3B. 
Peebles and Newton Underwood, of 
Bmory University, reported experi- 
ments by which they hope to take the 
guesswork out of the dosage of fever- 
therapy machines now used by physi- 
clans in treatment of rheumatics and 
other disorders. 

They contended that the machines 
now in use are subject to wide varia- 
tions in dosage and unless used with 
great care may perhaps do patients 
more harm than good. 

Fever-therapy machines produce 
waves somewhat in the nature of short 
radio waves, which when passed 
through parte of the body in concen- 
trated doses cause internal heating.

Nelms and Pro- 
fessor Purks, of Emory University;

Hauptmann, convicted of the Lind- 
bergh baby kidnap-murder, is under 
sentence to die the week of March 
30, and will probably be executed 
the night of Tuesday, March 31. 

Governor Harold G. Hoffman, ‘who 
granted a ay reprieve on Jan- 
uary 16, 29 hours before Hauptmann 
was to go to his death, said he will 
not sign a new reprieve, and that 
Hauptmann’s only chance of side- 
stepping his fate at the end of the 
month lies in the discovery of new 
evidence. — 

Even in that case, the Governor 
said, he has no legal power to do 
anything, beyond og to At- 
torney General David"T. Wilentz and 
defense attorneys that they ask Su- 
preme Court Justice Thomas W. 
Trenchard, trial judge, to stay .exe- 
cution. 

Hauptmann js still full of hope, his 
wife said. She spent half an hour 
in the death house, came forth look- 
ing unworried, and said her husband 
has not been cast down by the most 
recent developments in the cage. 

“Richard is very confident,” Mrs. 
Hauptmann eaid. “I am sure he will 
be home soon. The truth will surely 
come out.”

CONVENTION SYSTEM 
HELD UNFAIR 10 SOUTH 


New Rule of Delegate Ap- 
portionment Needed, Ac- 
cording to Graves. ~ 


That the south should use the two- 
thirds rule in democratic conventions, 
from which it derives occasional ad- 
vantage, as an ace with which to trade 
for a new system of apportionment 
of delegates to the convention, is the 
opinion of John Temple Graves II, 
famous solithern editor and special 
writer. The present method of ap- 
portionment does tremendous injus- 
tice to the south, Graves asserts, for 
it gives a state two delegates for each 
representative in congress, and takes 
no notice of the number of democrats 
who live in the state. Thus, in the 
democratic convention, Pennsylvania, 
a stronghold of the republicans, can 
outvote the states of Alabama, Geor- 
gia, and South Carolina combined, 
with ten votes to spare. 

“Even though the two-thirds rule /s 
bad in principle and variable in prac- 
tice, it-is looked upon as a southern 
advantage, and as such it should be 
cherished at Philadelphia for the bar- 
gaining power it gives this section in 
attempts to change the apportionment 
system,’ says Graves, writing in The 
South Today, next Sunday in The 
Constitution, “for there is little like- 
lihood for reapportionment for demo- 
cratic national] conventions unless 
those whose unfair portion gives them 
a controlling power can be bargained 
out of it.” : 

John Temple Graves has watched 
politics from the sidelines almost since 
his birth. His father was one of the 
most distinguished of southern editors, 
and he has been editor of three south- 
ern papers. He was with the Ameri- 
can peace conference in Paris, and 
was economist for the federal trade 
commission in Washington, where he 
was admitted to the bar of the Die- 
trict of Columbia. His article in 
The South Today in Sunday’s Consti- 
tution, reflects these’ years of politi- 
cal stydy and observation.

Dr. J. Sprole Lyons, for more than 
21 years pastor of the First Presby- 
terian church and one of the most 
prominent ministers- in the south, in- 
formally announced his retirement 
from the active pulpit yesterday after- 
noon. He will make formal announce- 
ment before his congregation tomor- 
row morning. 

Hie written resignation has been 
placed in the hands of.church officers 
and the congregation will act on it 
the following Sunday, 

Dr. Lyons declared that his retire- 
ment is not because of ill health but 
is in an effort to prolong his useful- 
ness in ministerial work by lessening 
the burden of constant activity. 

To Prolong Service. 

“My resignation is a precaution 
against wearing out,” Dr. Lyons de 
clared yesterday. “I believe my serv- 
ice to the church and its people can 
be increased and.prolonged by taking 
care of my health while I have it. 
Years of continued work naturally 
have their effect on a person’s con- 
stitution and I believe I am acting 
wisely and for the best interest o 
the work that I can do to retire at 
this time. \ 

“But this does not mean that I 
shall become inactive,” he said. “There 
is a tremendous amount of work to be 
done outside the pulpit in church and 
lay organizations. And I shal! con- 
tinue my connection with the First 
ebay church as pastor emer- 
tus.” ) 

It was learned yesterday that. a 
number of his friends in the church 
agked him to accept the title of pas- 
tor emeritus when they found that he 
intended resigning from active pulpit 
work. 

During his leadership, the First 
Presbyterian church grew from a 
small band of worshippers to the large 
etructure at Peachtree and Sixteenth 


streets. 
Came Here in 1914. 
Dr. Lyons came to Atlanta in 1914 
to take charge of the congregatio 


then housed in a small frame buil x 
ing on Marietta street on the pres- 


ent site of the Federal Reserve bank. 

With that as a start, the minist 
has guided his congregation until 
has become one of the largest and 
most active in the city. 

Born in Tazewell county, bdr iagars 
the minister comes from a line 
Presbyterians who emigrated to Ameri- 
ca from the northern part of Ireland 
to escape religions persecution. His 
father was a Presbyterian minister, 
as is one of his. sons. 

De. Lyons graduated from King 
College at Bristol, Tenn.-Va., and later 
from Union Theological seg ma in 
Virginia. At the latter school he 
studied under the late Dr. R. L. 
Dabney, chief of staff to General 
Stonewall Jackson, 

‘Ordained When 22. 

Ordained at the age of 22, he 
served his first pastorate at Lawrence- 
burg and Salvisa, Ky. After serving 
in these charges for seven years he 
removed to Mount Sterling, Ky., for a 
year before being called to San An- 
tonio, Texas. Following a year in 
Texas, he accepted a call to the First 
Presbyterian church at Louisville. He 
held this pastorate for 22 years, serv- 
ing also as supply professor for two 
years on the faculty of the Louisville 
Presbyterian ‘Theological Seminary. 

Coming to Atlanta after the lengthy 
pastorate in Louisville, Dr. Lyons took 
up the work which has* made his 
church prominent in the _ southern 
présbytery and has gained for him a 
national recognition. 

Recognized as a leader in religious 
and educational affairs, Dr. Lyons 
was named moderator of the Southern 
Presbyterian church in 1913 and now 
holds the office of trustee on the 
boards of Agnes Scott College, Colum- 
bia Theological Seminary and the Ra- 
bun Gap-Nacoochee school. He was 
formerly a member of the board of 
trustees of Centre College in Ken- 
tucky. 

The degree of doctor of divinity has 
been conferred on him by Princeton 
University and Centre College, while 
King College conferred the LL. D.

UPHELD BY COURT 


Laundries, Inc., 
Wins Bond Verdict Before 


Supreme Bench. 


_ The supreme court yesterday upheld 
a decision of Judge omeroy 
in Fulton superior court in refusing 
to declare a bond issue of Atlanta 
Laundries, Inc., to be due because of 
alleged default in interest on the bonds. 

Mrs. H. 8S. Verner and Mrs. Ida 
Chamberlain, holders of $4,000 worth 
of a $150,000 bond issue, filed the 
petition with the superior court. They 
maintained that they had received no 
interest since January 1, 1932. 

In upholding Judge Pomeroy, the 
high court held that a petition to de- 
clare a bond issue due must be par- 
ticipated in by holders of 256 per cent 
of the bonds. The high court held 


50 that the right to declare the issue due 


was vested in the trustees and the 
trustees resisted the petition of the two 
women. 


the court of appeals reversed a com- 
pensation award to the family of B. 
G. Martin, holding that Martin was 
a contractor and not an employe of the 
Bibb Manufacturing Company’s Por- 
terdale plant. The company claimed 
that Martin had entered into a con- 
tract to move mill machinery and 
that he was killed while carrying out 
that contract.

Here in our out-of-door living room 
we enjoy the beauty of our flowering 
shrubs, the spireas, viburnums, for- 
sythia, wéigelia, deutzi with the ever- 
green abelia, azalea, ligustrum and 
coniferous’ shrubs or trees added for 
accent and winter beauty. We al- 
low a space of 5 feet wide for this 
border, with the taller growing shrubs 
in the back. 

Not straight. rows, for we find the 
informal arrangement more pleasing. 
Deciduous flowering shrubs do not 
belong in a formal garden. The 
lowest growing ones we pull out te 
form promentories. We also find that 
our shrubs look best planted in 
groups, usually three of a kind. 

Plant them far enough apart so 
that each shrub has its own individ- 
udlity, but comes close enough to 
its neighbor to make a pleasing mass. 
We feature one variety by repeating 
it in ordered succession to give har- 
mony. We use shrubs of varied height 
to prevent a monotonous skyline, Oc- 
casional small trees are most helpful. 

The dogwood has two seasons of 
notable: beauty, appearing like a late 
snow in spring, and a burst of flame 
in fall, with red berries all winter. 
These berries both add beauty and 
at the same time attract birds. 

Barberry, Lonicera morrowi, holly 
and the Pyracanthas also are berry- 
bearing and will be found attractive 
grouped in a far corner, together 
with bird-boxes and a _bird-bath. 
Birds are an important part of any 
garden. They destroy countless in- 
sects and larvae, at the game time 
delighting us with their song and 
the feel of life and movement that 
they add to our gardens.

AS HEAD COACH 


Tarheel Mentor Succeeds 
Gil Dobie; To Report 
April 1.

NEW YORK, March 13.—4(>)— 
Cornell University athletic authori- 
ties tonight officially confirmed the 
appointment of Carl G. Snavely, of 
the University of North Carolina, as 
new head coach of football, replac- 
ing “Gloomy Gil” Dobie. ‘ 

Snavely, head coach at North 
Carolina for the past two seasons, 
will take charge at Ithaca, N. Y., 
this spring under a three-year con- 
tract, understood to call for an annual 
salary of $8,500. 

Negotiations with Snavely were 
closed early this week but formal an- 
nouncement was withheld, pending 
the acceptance of his resignation at 
North Carolina, where his contract 
had one year more to run. 

TARHEELS GIVE IN. 

The Tarheels were reluctant to let 
Snavely go, it was understood, and 
gave him his release tonight, at a 
meeting of athletic authorities in 
Chapel Hill, N. C., after failing in 
an eleventh hour effort to have him 
ne another year at North Caro- 
ina. 

Cornell’s announcement ended spec- 
ulation concerning the country-wide 
search for a successor to the vet- 
eran Dobie, who resigned last Feb- 
ruary 1, under fire, after 16 years 
as head coach. Two days after he 
resigned Dobie signed with Boston 
College. 

Snavely’s availability came as a 
surprise because it had been assumed 
by football observers he was solidly 
established at North Carolina. He 
took charge of the Tarheel gridiron 
forces after a successful seven-year 
term as head coach at Bucknell Uni- 
versity, Lewisburg, Pa., alma mater 
of the immortal Christy Mathewson. 

FINE RECORD. 

In his two years at North Caro- 
lina, Snavely’s varsity pupils lost 
only two games, one to Tennessee in 
1934 and the other to Duke, late last 
season, in the south’s most stunning 
upset of the campaign. Despite this 
setback North Carolina captured the 
Southern conference championship and 
was ranked among the nation’s “first 
ten” college teams. 

Snavely was Cornell’s selection for 
the job of reviving big red football 
fortunes after an intensive six weeks 
search by James Lynah, the new ath-

Citizens to whom the Institute sent 
ballots by mail or by personal inter- 
viewer were asked to indicate for 
whom they would vote if the election 
went today. The result in the six 
states at the two ends of the list was 
as follows for the candidates of the 
two major parties:

_ A comparison between the figures 
in the current poll and those of a poll 
on the same — two months ago 
shows that Roosevelt has increased 
his strength a total] of six points in 
the three southern states—two points 
in each state, but that the republicans 
have gained five poinst in the three 
New England states—three in Maine 
and two in Vermont. 


The statistical accuracy of tne polls 
of the American Institute of Publie 
Opinion depends on five “controls :” 
Ballots come by mail and by personal 
interviewer from each state in pro- 
portion to its voting population: in 
each state correct proportions are 
maintained for persons at the relief 
level, for city and farm dwellers, for 
young persons who have come of vot- 
ing age since 1932 and for persons 
who in 1932 voted for Roosevelt, Hoo- 
ver, Thomas and others.
